WILL SHELVE CANAL MATTER. 


-4ill Not Be Taken Up Until Secre- 

tary Hay Returns. 

Washington, July 15.—A_ definite ar- 
rangement which will shelve the Pan- 
ama canal mafter in its diplomatic phase 
until the return of Secretary Hay from 
his vacation, it is believed, will be ef- 
fected before the end of the current 
‘week. 

While Mr. Cromwell, for the Panama 
Canal Company, has been busily en- 
gaged in questions dealing with the? 
clearance of title, Senor Concha, the Co- 
lombian minister, and Mr. Herran, first 
secretary of legation, have been inform- 
Ing the Cdé?Témbdlan government of the 
status of the diplomatic negotiations. 
There are. quite a number of important 
issues hanging on the question of sov- 
ereignty which must be reconciled and 
Senor Concha has sent several cable- 
grams to Bogota explaining to the of- 
ficials there the nature of the modifi- 
eations which must be made in the 
treaty before it can finally be preseffted 
for signature. A reply to these commu- 
nications !s expected by the minister 
before the end of the week. : 

The minister expects to present the 
answer of Colombia to the proposed 
modifications this week and then to set 
aside the matter until the autumn. 

h the preparation of the canal treaty, 
the known temper of the American con- 

s and that of the Colombian legis- 
lature must be taken into consideration 
and reconciled as far as possible. It is 
believed the United States government 
will profit by its unpleasant experience 
with the Danish West Indies treaty and 
hold that the canal convention mu&st be 
ratified by Colombia instead of by the 
United States. This ratification requires 
a majority vote from both houses of 
the legislature. 

The modifications to the treaty are 
important ones, as they touch the main 
point at issue between the two coun- 
tries—sovereignty over the canal strip— 
and are not to be settled without ma- 
ture consideration.

AT FIGURES OF GATES 
SHORTS HAVE TO SETTLE 


Estimates of the Profits of Gates 
Vary, but All Agree That He 
Gained Enormous Sums by 
His Corner—Slump in 
Corn Follows. 


Chicago, July 15.—The famous John W. 
Gates corner in July corn came to an 
abrupt termination today when it be- 
came known that shorts to the extent 
of a good many million bushels had 
effected private'settlements with Harris, 
Gates & Co., and that the deal was at 
an end so far as the steel magnate was 
concerned. The July price responded to 
the settlemen? by:a quick drop of 15 3-4 
cents to 65 1-4. Later it recovered a 
fraction and closed at’ 65 1-2, substantial- 
ly the price of the cash article. 

Just how many bushels were subject 
to private settlement probably will never 


be known, nor is there. much chance 
that the identity of the “big fellows” 
in the trade who doubtless contributed 
liberally to the fortunes of Mr. Gates 
and the friends associated with him in 
the deal will ever be positively known. 
Mr. Gates is at present in New York 
and Mr. Scotten, manager for the Har- 
ris-Gates house, would admit only the 
fact of a settlement by the outstand- 
ing shorts. Even the fact of a termina- 
tion of the July deal was left largely 
to inference. But the trade readily fig- 
ureqd that with the shorts practically 
all in, nothing in the shape of a corner 
could exist. 
Gates Did as He Pleased. 

No special excitement attended the 
premature puncturing of the ‘bubble *- 
the man whose property it was. The 
trade bas all along admitted Mr. Gates 
was right and also his ability to do 
what he pleased with corn and if he 
chose to close the deal a couple 6? weeks 
prior to the time at which it would 
end by» lHmitation—there was no one to 
say him nay. The only unusual thing fn 
the pit prior to the time at which it 
became known the corner was at an 
end was the unusual purchasing of July 
corn in small lots by various commission 
houses, Pit trade during the day, how- 
ever, was not much over 500,000 bushels. 

Manager Scotten wouyll not. discuss the 
settlement price. This~ price, however. 
was not & matter of decided interest to 
the trade generally. With the knowl- 
edge that Monday night's closing price 
was 81 cents and the opening today from 
79 to 80, the consensus.of opinion among 


demanded either 80 or 81 cenfs from 
the people who were foolish enoigh to 
sell him corn all the way from 6 cents 
up. 

The “‘length”’ of the line of July settled 
for by shorts is also a matter of more 
or less conjecture. Mr. Scotten said it 
was “several million bushels’’ and that 
the length of the line had never been 
over-estimated. It has been called as 
high as 25,000,000 bushels, but more gen- 
erally 20,000,000 bushels. It is a matter 
of common knowledge that since it be- 
came possible to make deliveries on July 
contracts the Harris-Gates people have 
taken and paid for about 3,000,000 bushels. 
This would leave settlements on some 
17,000,000 bushels. 


Profits of the Corner. 


To form an estimate of the apparent 
profit by the deal would necessitate a 
knowledge of the average price at 
which the property was bought. This 
can never be known unless some time 
later Mr. Gates chooses to divulge it. 
It is estimated, however, by close ob- 
servers of the transaction that Mr. 
Gates’ profit will not exceed $1,500,000. 
This amount will be divided up between 
ten or a dozen millionaires who were in- 
terested In the deal. 

Mr. Gates and his friends have be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 6,000,000 bushels of 
cash corn which they must dispose of 
before the corner can be called absolute- 
ly settled. This corn represents’ the 
“corps” which in every corner ever run 
has been the stumbling block to suc. 
cess. If the average price of the Har- 
ris-Gates holdings should prove well up 
to the 70 cents point the clique has en 
harid several million bushels of corn 
which cost its holders in excess of :the 
present market price. Right here fs the 
salient point. Will it be necessary to 
market this large holding of corn at less 
than it cost? 

Farmer in the Game. : 


The corner at one time promised, many 
millions of profit and the farmer whose 
well filled cribs line the tracks of nearly 
every railroad entering Chicago is held 
responsible for the disappointing end- 
ing of the corner. There were substan- 
tial reserves from the bumper crop of 
1900 and the large yield of 191. This 
corn has been held for a satisfactory 
market. The farmer did not begin to 
take advantage. of the situation until 
the price of July got up in the seventies, 
and when: ft finally reached 90 cents the 
Chicago market was deluged with cash 
corn. For a while the Harris-Gates peo- 
ple kept the market cleaned up, but 
steadily increasing quantities began 
coming and the prospect of loading up 
with a lot of %8-cent corn which they 
might not be able later to dispose of at 
over 60 cents became somewhat appall- 
ing. Without warning they withdrew all 
support, settled with the shorts and 
closed the deal.

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MANY TOWNS SWEPT 
TO RUIN BY STORM 


St. Paul, Minn., July 15.—Tremendous 
dimage, and it is feared great loss of 
life, were caused by a tornado that 
swept in a southwesterly direction from 
the international boundary across the 
northeastern portion of northern Dakota 
tonight. Three towns, according to the 
meager reports which were obtainable at 
midnight, were totally wiped out. 

Railway and Western Union telegraph 
lines are "wrecked and there fs no com- 
mutiication with the section of the state 
where the most devastation is thought 
to have been worked. 

The little town of Borup, on the 5Bt. 
Vincent line of the Great Northern, fs an 
absolute wreck. The final report was 
that the entire town was wiped out and 
hardly a structure of any sort left stand- 
ing. The report from Borup came in 
very soon after the storm struck and con- 
tained no information as to the casualties. 

With the report from the St. Vincent 
branch came reports that the towns of 
Eldorado, about 7 miles from Grand 


Forks, and Thompson, between Grand | 


Forks and Larimore, had been destroyed. 
At Thompson the Great Northern station 
lies a confused mass of wreckage directly 
across the main Hne. Stores and resi- 
dences are in ruins and the main portion 
of the town its wiped out, The population 
is about 200. 
Mere fragments of information come 
from Eldorado, but these indicate the de- 
struction of that town of about 250 peo- 
ple. Neither of the freéports from Thomp- 
son or Eldorado speak ofloss of life. 
This is partially accounted for by the 
fact that they were sent before news 
could have been received from the out- 
lying districts. The reports indicate that 
the tornado developed southwest of the 
lake of the woods country, and took a 
course down across the northern portion 
of the state, traveling toward the south- 
west. Its path seems to have been un- 
usually wide and the effects of the storm 


| outside its primary line unusually severe. 


The Northern Pacific is unable to gain 
the slightest information over its wires 
from the storm district. 

Linemen and relief trains have been 
started from the stricken district. Early 
this merning what is thought to hava 


} been the edg~ of a tornado struck St. 
Paul. Its onslaught was sudden ani 
fierce, high winds and a brilliant electri- 
eal display being prominent features. 

No reports from Minnesota indicate any 
storm damage, the destruction being ap- 
parently confined to North Dakota.

GRA’ID FORKS, N. D.~Grand Forks 
was today ‘between two storms, both-of 
which were of terrific violence and the 
outer edges of both of which passed over 
the city. The two..storms traveled in 
parallel directions and: seem to have been 
central about 10 or 15 miles apart. Their 
course was southeastern. A heavy rain 
fall of hail stones came with the first 
and in the second the ground was covered 
with stones measuring 2 inches in diam- 
eter. Many crops are ruined and im- 
mense f@amage has been done by the 
wind. The depots at Elderado, Thomp- 
son and MeDonalds were blown away. 
Thompson is badly wrecked and numer- 
ous farm buildings destroyed. In Meck- 
inock, Gilby, Inkster, Conway and other 
towns north and west great damage was 
done.

Quebec, July 15.—Messrs. Greene and 
Gaynor filed answers today to the mo- 
tions made by counsel for the United 
States to quash the writs of habeas cox- 
pus issued by Judge Caron on June 2 
and 21.

DRIVEN TO DEATH 
~ BY HEANY DEBTS 


Ralher Than Face Creditors 
Joseph Mariner Suicides, 


He Was Proprietor of the Philadel- 
phia Wall Paper Mills and Owed 
Thousands, His Assets Be- 
ing Nominal—His Life 
Insured for $100,000. 


Philadelphia, July 15.—Rather than face 
a committee of his creditors at a meeting 
which was to be held tomorrow, Joseph 
G. Mariner, proprietor of the Philadelphia 
wall paper mills, committed suicide to- 
day in Smyrna, Del. 

Mr. Mariner was heavily involved in 
debt ana a week ago a committee was 
appointed at a meeting of his creditors 
to take such action as might seem neces- 
sary to protect their interests. Loss in 
business and speculation is given as the 
cause of his financial embarrassment. 

Mr. Mariner was ostensibly on a visit 
to the home of his parents in Smyrna 
when the tragedy occurred. He went into 
the stable and soon a revolver shot was 
heard. He had fired a bullet into his 
right temple. Death was almost instan- 
‘taneous. 

The liabilities of Mr. Mariner are esti- 
mated to ‘be $160,000. To cover this amount 
there are assets in sight of only $700. It 
was c<tated after a meeting of his credi- 
tors, he'd in New York, that he had sub- 
mitted a proposition. He wanted to pay 
2% per cen” in settlement, giving long 
term notes with interest, all claims of 
less than $150'io be paid within a year 
and larger an yunts to be id in two, 
three, four and 4ive years. He said that 
he could borrow money and was willing 


to continue the buNnes®’ under the super- 
s of three creditors. 


BY LIGHTNING’S BOLT 
GREAT FIELDS OF OIL 
ARE GIVEN TO FLAMES 


Jennings Fields in Louisiana 
Swept by a Conflagration of 
Fvtraordinary Magnitude 


Jennings, La., July 15.—During the 
heavy electrical storm that passed over 
the Jennings oil field about noon “a 
bolt of lightning struck the field storage 
tanks of the Jennings Oil Company, set- 
ting them on fire which entirely consum- 
ed them. 

The flames then spread to the derricks 
of the company and in a short time they 
were also destroyed. By the time the 
derricks had fallen the flames had eat- 
en away a portion of one of the fleld 
tanks, allowing the oi] to escape, which 
flowed in burning streams in the direc- 
tion of the Coulee. The workmen at the 
field immediately stopped operations and 
set about throwing up levees to prevent 
as far as possible the spreading of the 
fire to the adjoining derricks. 

By the time this was completed the 
second tank had been broken loose and 
the wind had driven the flames into the 
derrick of the Southern and Nerthern 
and Crescent ofl companies. How they 
managed to escape catching fire remains 
a mystery. 

The safety of the field now depends 
on the strength of Jennings, No. 2. The 
oil is leaking’ around it, and together with 
the gas, is burring fiercely, shooting a 
blaze about 10 feet. in the air. 

A telephone message from the field late 
this evening says that it is impossible 
to stop the flames, and that the gate 
valve will hold but a short time longer. 
If this gives way before all precautions 
that can be taken are taken the entire 
field will be destroyed. The workmen 
are now engaged in removing the der- 
ricks of the remaining companies and 
burying the mouths of the wells under- 
neat heavy coating of mud and wa-

| STRIKE’S BACKBONE 


BY FOUR RAILWAYS ~ 


Apreement Has 
Which Will Allow Chicago 
lo Resume Business, 


SOME OF THE RADICALS 
WILL FIGHT AGREEMENT 


But Despite That, It Is Believed That 
the Strike Will End Today. 
Neither Side Wins a Vic- 
tory—Terms of the 
Agreement. 


_—_——---<— 


Chicago, July 15.—With agreements 
reached between four railroads and their 
employees, the great strike of the freight 
handlers and teamsters that has para- 
lyzed the industries of Chicago for a 
week is apparently broken. A majority 
of the strikers are expected to return to 
work tomorrow. By Thursday, accord- 
ing to the present outlook, there will Se 
few evidences of the strike. Some of the 
more radical unionists may refuse to ac- 
cept the terms accepted by representa- 
tive committees, but apparently they will 
be able to wield but little influence with 
the majority of the strikers. It is pos- 
sible, however, that the radicals may 
prevent the strike from being called off 
at a mass meeting of the freight hand- 
lers called for tomorrow. 

Upon the action taken at this meeting 
will depend the attitude of the striking 
teamsters. Their national president, Al 
Young, ordered them back to work to- 
morrow, but if the freight handlers re- 
fuse to declare the strike off officially 
some of the teamsters may refuse to 
work. It is conceded that their officers 
exercise little absolutely authority. 

The four railroads that entered into 
agreements with their men tonight were 
the Leke Shore and Michigan Southern, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, the 
Nickel] Plate and the Illinois Central. 

Victory for Neither Side. 

Of the four the Northwestern and Iili- 

nois Central accepted the proposition 


made upon advice of the teamsters’ board | 


of arbdftration. The Nickel Pilate and 
Lake Shore succeeded in getting their 
men to sign the scale presented by the 
railroads July 1. 

Consequently neither the freight hand- 
lers nor the ratiroads claim a victory. 
As the employees of the Lake Shore were 
the first to sign, however, the railroads 
are expressing the greatest satisfaction 
over the break in the strike. The freight 
handlers return to work without having 
obtained recognition of their union, time 
and a half for over time and the abolish- 
ment of the probation period. On the 
other hand the freight handlers have ob- 
tained increases in pay, the smallest one 
being 25 cents a day, procured by the 
truckers. 

While the signing of the agreements 
breaks the strike, it does not end it. It 
is still in progress as far as twenty of the 
twenty-four railroads in the city are 
concerned. President Curran and a few 
of his supporters are still unreconciled 
and state they will not recognize any of 
the agreements. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
majority of the freight handlers are 
seemingly tired of the strike and eager 
to return to work. It is probable they 
will be given an opportunity to do so to- 
morrow, for all the railroads are ready

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ASSETS MOUNT 


President Schwab Turns Light 
on {he Steel Trust 


Answering Suit of Those Seeking In@ 
junction Schwab Specifies the 
Assets of Combine—Earnings 
Over $140,000,000 
Yearly. 


Newark, N. J., July 15.—The answer of 
the United States Steel Corporation to 
the suit brought by J. Aspinwall Hodge, 
Jr., William Curtis and Bernard Smith, 
who asked for an injunction to prevent 
the company from carrying out its bond 
conversion plan, was filed today before 
Vice Chancellor Emory. When the case 
came up before the vice chancellor it 
Was put over until July 23. 

The answer is sworn to by Charles 
M. Schwab as’ president. For the first 
time since the organization of the steel 
corporation a detailed statement of the > 
assets of the properties of the subsidjary 
companies is furnished. The assets, it is 
stated, include 400 producing mills of the 
value of $300,000,000; seventy-five biast 
furnaces of the value of $48,000,000; irom 
and bessemer ore properties of the value 
of $700,000,000; coal and coke properties 
of the value of $100,000,000; natural gas 
flelds of the value of $20,000,000; cash in 
bank to the amount of $66,000,000,-and over 
$80,000,000 of material in process of man- 
ufacture. The total value of the com- 
pany’s property, including cash and cash 
assets is placed at $1,400,000,000 by Mr, 
Schwab in-an affidavit which is part of 
the corporation’s reply. 

The company’s earnings are stated to 
be at the rate of more than $140,000,000 
a year. A saving of $40,000,000 a year is 
credited to the ore preperties and it is es- 
timated that the ownership of the trane- 
portation facilities saves the company 
$10,000,000 annually. The earnings of the 
coal and coke properties are stated to be 
more than $1,000,000 a month,

Not Certain That Peace Has Come to 
South Africa. 


BOERS ARE IN BITTER STRIFE 


Burhers Who Fought to the Last 
Hate Those Who Quit Fight- 
ing Early. 


Pretoria, Transvaal, July 15.—The set- 
tlement of the annexed territories is not 
being accomplished without considerable 
friction. This is especially noticeable in 
the bitter hatred and persecution on the 
part of the Boers who stayed in the fields 
to the ead of the war against the Boers 
who served as British scouts. It is said 
that some of the national scouts have 
been shot or beaten. 

So intense is the feeling that many of 
the burghers who fought consistently 
to the end distinguish themselves from 
those. who surrendered during the war 
by wearing a green badge. The Trans- 
vaal and Free State colors are also worn, 
and the custom is encouraged by the 
Dutch who did rot take an active part 
in the war. Many of the Boers assert 
that they were induced to agree to sur- 
render by the false representations of 
their leaders, who painted the terms too 
rosily. 

Discordant elements are numerous ana 
any attempt to pPlace the burghers who 
surrendered during the war in authority 
over those who fought throughout will 
conceivably result in a renewal of hostil- 
ities. The major portion of the Boers 
have apparently 
their nationality, and some of them 
preach the advisability of opening Dutch 
schools so as to keep alive their nation- 
ality. 

The whole situation so bristles with 
difficulties that there .are not lacking 
those who doubt if the document signed 
May 31 was really the final settlement of 
the South African trouble.

Krasnoe-Selo, Russia, July 15.—About 
39,000 troops, commanded by the Grand 
Duke Vladimir, uncle of the czar, were 
paraded today in honor of King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy. 

The arrival of the czar and the king 
was greeted by the playing of the Italian

With 
Queen Alexandra he was conveyed from 
Buckingham palace to the railway sta- 
tion in an ambulance drawn by two 
horses.

Floyd was \convicted of 
murder in Jefferson county and appealed 
his case. The children of Judge Greene, 
the trial judge, became ill with scarlet 
fever, and a delay was caused in his 
signing the bill of exceptions. There was 
a written agreement among counsel and 
solicitor to extend the time, but the su. 
preme court ruled that this was not the 
law and threw out the appeal, because it 
had not been brought in the time pre- 
scribed by law. Judge Green himself 
made a special plea for the commutation 
on this ground, that the failure of the 
appeal to be considered was owing to no 
fault of the man convicted. 

The governor also pardoned Lem Alten- 
berg, convicted in Fayette county of 
bigamy. His ignorance, the fact that he 
had served out a good part of his time 
and the petitions got him out.

Washington, July 15.—Proceedings were 
instituted in the supreme court of the 
district today by Mrs. Laura E. Merriam, 
wife of William R. Merriam, director of 
the census, against Anderson T. Heri, 
of New York, and John W. Langley, Wil- ; 
liam R. Merriam, her husband; William 
H. Merriam and David J. Peffers, tn 
which the plaintiff asks the court to ap- 
point a receiver to take possession of 
several collatera] securities and &tocks 
and to bring suit upon several notes held 
by her as collatera] security for a claim 
in her favor against the defendant Herd. 
The collateral was given to Mr. Merriam, 
it is stated, to secure a note of $9,000 
given by Herd for stock in the Empire 
Quicksilver Mining Company, which Mrs 
Merriam alleges her husband, as her 
agent, Gisposed of for her to Herd. She 
says that several suits have been brough: 
against Herd and that writs of attach- 
ment have been issued against her hus- 
band by creditors of Herd, who claim a 
lien on the securities, She asks the court 
to find that in disposing of the stock Mr. 
Merriam was only her agent.

WORRIED THE SOUTHERNER 


Washington, July 15.—(Spectal.j)—“There 
must be a leak in the white house some- 
where, for I read In one of my home pa- 
pers the detailed account of the confiden- 
tial conversation I had with you a short 
time ago relative to federal patronage in 
my state.’’ 

The abgve statement fs the substance of 
a letter President Roosevelt recentiy re- 
ceived from a distinguished southern gen- 
tleman who visited Washington on what 
he believed to be a secret mission, 

Subsequent developments show that the 
‘visiting statesman’’ was a trifle prema- 
ture in calling the president’s attention 
to the “‘leak”’ and thereby hangs an amus- 
ing story which is being told at the ex- 
pense of tthe president’s zealous corre- 
spondent. 

The gentleman referred to came to 
Washington, as he supposed, in a cloud 
of mystery. He was invited to break 
bread with the president and during his 
visit several important federal appoint- 
ments in his state were considered and 
certain conclusions were reached. The 
gentleman departed for home with these 
great state secrets weighing heavily upon 
his mind. He managed to avoid meeting 
any of ‘his newspaper friends, so that he 
reached home before his presence’ in 
Washingtton was discovered. 

In the meantime President Roosevelt 
saw the correspondem of one of the pa- 
pers at ttre gentleman’s home and spoke 
very freely and unreservedly of his re- 
cent visitor. The relations between the 
president and the correspondent are such 
that tthe president was fully justified in 
discussing the subject tn detall, knowing 
that while he was giving the correspond- 
ent a text for an interesting story ne 
would not be quoted. It is not usual! for 
the president to talk unreservedly to those 
correspondents who enjoy his confidence. 

The correspondent that night telegraph- 


» 


ed his paper a column and a ka) fof palits 
cal gossip, giving in detail the object ang 
result of tne ‘‘visiting statesman’s’’ mis- 
sion to the white house. There was not 
the slightest suggestion or intimation that 
the information contained In the dispatch 
was inspired by the president. Of course, 
the “visiting statesman,"’ upon returning 
home, had confided his secrets to a few 
personal and political friends. There was 
consternation in their ranks when they 
read the double leaded dispatch in their 
home paper giving an accurate statement 
with accompanying Ssidelights of the con- 
ference which had taken place at the 
white House a few days previous. 

The question that troubled the “visiting 
statesman’ was how did that infofma- 
tion get out. He did not care to suspect 
any of those in whom he had confided, 
but there were certain’statements in the 
dispatch which stamped it as “‘official.’’ 
Fearing that he might be suspected of be- 
traying confidence or that his status at 
the white house might be impaired by the 
premature publication of events that had 
not then taken place, he sat down and 
wrote a personal letter to the president, 
inclosing the newspaper clipping referred 
to, and also suggested to the president 
“that some of the officials of the waite 
house must have leaked.”’ 

A few days later the fact became knowg 
to the ‘‘visiting statesman's’’ personal 
friends that the article published was 
the result of a voluntary and frank state- 
ment of the circumstances by the presl- 
dent. It was made without any reserva- 
tion except that the president's name is 
never given as the authority in the in- 
forma] conversation he hag with his news- 
paper friends.

residing in New York, has been appoint- 
ed by his government to make a thor- 
ough study of the tea growing condi- 
tions in South Carolina. He will make 


a thorough inspection of the Roses 
tea gardens at Summerville, and Zo“ 


from there to Rantowles, where the 
American Tea Company has bought @ 
big plantation. Mr. Hatto said today 
that his government had been greatly 
interested {in the published reports from 
the tea plantations in South Carolina, and 
for business reasons it was desired to 
get facts as gathered by a personal rep- 
resentative. 

The gardens at Summerville, which 
were planted more as an experiment 
than anything else, have since become 
a splendid paying investment and Dr. 
Shepard, the proprietor, has disposed 
of his home grown teas at good profits. 
So impressed were eastern capitalists 
with the enterprise that a company was 
formed and 5,000 acres of land were pur- 
chased between here and Savannah. On 
this plantation the plants have been set 
out, and in the course of time the flelds 
will -have an enormous yield of fine 
teas. 

Insanity Among Negroes.

Several physicians who 
have discussed the matter hold to the 
opinion that the increase of insanity !s 
due to bad whisky sold by the dispensa- 
ries and blind tigers. Others think that 
the use of cocaine and other drugs has 

helped to spread the disease. 

Ashes from Mont Pelee. 

A week after the first big eruptions at 
Mont Pelee the British steamship Coya 
arrived in Charleston with her decks 
covered with volcanic dust. The vessel 
passed within 70 miles of the islands, 
and for tw@aty hours sailed through a 
Shower of blinding dust. When thee 
Coya arrived here a box of dust was 
raked up and sent to the South Carolina 
Military academy, where it was analyzed 
by Professor Lynes. 

In making the analysis Professor Lynes 
was anxious to ascertain if the substance 
was of value as a fertilizer. While the 
matter contained many ingredients, three 
of .the substances—potash, soda and 
phosphoric anhydride—were valuable to 
soils. The reaction of these substances, 
however, indicated a very small quan- 
tity, the volcanic ashes being composed 
largely of glass, which, when incorporat- 
ed with soil, is of no appreciable value.

Lands—East Tennessee News

Knoxville, Tetin., July. 15.—(Special.)— 
Information received here from Ashe- 
ville is to the effect that State Geologist 
J. A. Holmes, of North Carolina, has 
discouraged any probability of Asheville 
getting gas or oil, for illuminating and 
industrial purposes from territory ad- 
jacent to that city. Professor Holmes is 
credited with a statement to the effect 
that he has carefully examined the ter- 
ritory of western North Carolina and 
that mountain section of east Tennessee 
adjacent to North Carolina, and he has 
found no geological conditions which 
would indicate oil or gas. This state- 
ment is made important from the fact 
that the city of Asneville granted a com- 
pany exclusive rights to pipe streets for 
gas and oil, and it was presumed that 
the supply of gas and oll would be se- 
cured from lands adjacent to the city, 
where it is understood capitalists had 
secured options on about 5,000 acres.

The Home-Coming of Chaffee. 

The great contrast between the 
ways of an empire and those of a re- 
public will be emphasized by the 
home-coming of General Adna R. Chaf- 
fee from the Philippines. He will not 
be received as Lord Kitchener was a 
few days ago, when he reached Lon- 
don from South Africa. On the con- 
trary, General Chaffee is likely to be 
welcomed at the gang plank only by 
a dozen eager press reporters and a 
score of yelling hackmen crying “Keb, 
sir, keb!” 

Lord Kitchener took over the Boer 
situation after Lord Roberts had 
stnashed the two republics and broken 
their armies to fragments. He had 
only to take up the tedious work of 
resisting and decimating the guerrilla 
bands of burghers until physical and 
economic exhaustion compelled a final 
surrender. That he did with a tac- 
tical skill and dogged persistence 
that marks him as an exceptionally 
capable and reliable commander. And 
for it all he gets a:great ovation from 
king and people, an order of merit, a 
promotion in the peerage, a donation 
of $250,000 and the sure prospect of 
other and greater military honors in 
the near future. 

On the other hand, General Chaffee 
did some of the most serious and bril- 
liant fighting in the most perilous part 
of the battle-line at San Juan, he 
served as the financial and executive 
right hand of the governor generals of 
Cuba for two years and made easier 
possible their successes, he went to 
China and reflected glory upon the 
American name by his soldierly skill 
and statesmanship, and then went to 
the Philippines and accomplished the 
simiar but largely more difficult work 
with the Filipinos that Kitchener did 
with the Boers. 

And what does Chaffee get? He is 
given a major generalship and its 
hardly significant increase of salary. 
He is complimented in some forty 
words of a cablegram and given a de 
partment command full of routine and 
worry. Although as a soldier of forty 
years’ constant service and standing 
second back from the line precedents 
of promotion to ithe command of tne 
army, he is threatened with losing 
that last, distinction by the prefer- 
ment of a staff general, who has never 
seen an hour of service outside of a 
sinecure at Washington since the civil 
war. : : 

The difference in the visible for- 
tunes of the two great officers is the 
difference between the monarchial and 
the American democratic fashions of 
service and reward. Although Gen- 
eral Chaffee does not receive dona- 
tions of orders, titles and cash, he 
does receive the plaudits and appreci- 
ation of eighty millions of people who 
know his worth, his valor and his pa- 
triotic devotion. He carries about 
with him that which cannot be put 
on or off with a safety-pin, or stolen 
by thieves—the sense that he has 
done his duty like an American and 
so vindicated his right to the pure, 
unpurchased gratitude of his fellow- 
citizens. 

The latter is by far the greater dec- 
oration, the prouder title and the more 
covetable distinction and reward! 
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Senator Hanna’s Duplicate Trust. 

The latest volume of “Annals of the 
American Academy of Political and 
Social Science” contains a report of 
the address by Senator Hanna at the 
annual meeting of the academy. It is 
a brief and yet very significant speech 
on the subject of industrial concilia- 
tion and arbitration, and contains in 
concrete declarations the position of 
Senator Hanne upon the great issues 
of capital, labor and trusts. 

In view of the posiuion of Senator 
Hanna as a senator, a copartner with 
the capitalists of the country, a large 
employer himself of skilled and un- 
skilled labor, chairman of the national 
republican committee and by many re- 
garded as the most available man for 
the republican nomination for presi- 
dent in 1904, it is profitable to learn 
from his own lips where he is aiming 
by his activities as an arbitrator be- 
tween capital and labor. 

Senator Hanna holds that the great 
productive capacities of our country 
and people have forced upon us the 
accumulation of great bodies of cap- 
ital; that these must have investment, 
and that in order to reap the profit 
of those investments there must pre- 
vail conditions of industrial peace. 
Instead of regardiing combinations of 
money in large corporations for in- 
dustrial purposes as bad for the coun- 
try, he thinks they are logical, neces- 
sary and beneficial. Therefore he 
stands for those social, industrial and 
legislative conditions that will en- 
courage, protect and reward capital- 
istic combines to the largest extent. 

In like manner he believes in organ- 
ized labor. He expresses the desire 
to see the skilled workingmen of 
America as compactly and skilfully 
organized into a labor mechanism as 
close and wieldy as the very largest 
of the capitalistic combines. Indeed, 
the logic of his position is that he 
would prefer such a consolidation of 
the army of labor as that a captain of 
capital, like unto J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and a captain of ia- 
bor, like unto Samuel Gompers, 
could sit down together and agree 
upon the terms that should ob- 
tain for a future period between their 
followers. If this condition can be 
produced S3nator Hanna believes great 
strikes would cease and capital and 
labor would amicably divide the prof. 
its of their alliance against the scab 
workmen and the general consumers 
of the world. 

““The trusts have come to stay,” 
says Senator Hanna, and he wants 
organized capital and organized labor 
to both agree in the fact and share 

the advantages, privileges

He invites the most 
skilled and effective laborers, those 
whose cooperation is absolutely essen- 
tial to the success of trust enterprises, 
to abandon their general sympathy 
with the mass of labor and become & 
trust themselves! When they are @ 
great, solid, wieldy labor corporation 
they can be dealt with by the capital- 
istic corporations on terms of equal 
interest, and both together can control 
legislation, coerce exorbitant profits, 
divide the loot on agreed terms and 
jointly and jubilantly tell the people 
“be d—d!” 

It is a great scheme and if Senator 
Hanna can only organize it he will 
indeed be “the great It” of the union, 
the unions and the tangible universe! 


Waller To Command? 

Major Littleton W. T. Waller is just 
now considerably in the public eye. 
‘Coincident with the presentation to 
him by his admiring fellow-citizens of 
Norfolk of a sword in commemoration 
of his services in the Samar campaign 
comes the announcement that General 
Chaffee’s review of the findings of the 
Waller courtmartial is in effect a se- 
vere criticism of the court for its ac- 
quittal of the major. 

But not content with acquittal, Ma- 
jor Walier seems to be seeking in- 
dorsement for his actions on Samar 
through appointment to the head of 
his corps. It is announced at Wash- 
ington that Majon Waller and his 
friends have begun an active cam- 
paign for the generalship of the ma- 
rine corps, which will become vacant 
upon the retirement of General Hay- 
wood, about a year hence. At present 
Major Waller is outranked by five 
colonels and three lieutenant colonels, 
each of whom has as good a record 
as Major Waller, but the major’s 
friends seemed impressed with the be- 
lief that his candidacy will be aided 
by the record of his spectacular per- 
formances on Samar, with their bloody 
accompaniment of slaughter of pris- 
oners, who, according to General Chaf- 
fee, had contributed to saving the 
lives of the marines and who were 
guilty of no improper acts what- 
soever. 

Whether or not Waller was, on ac- 
count of illness, unfitted for command 
at the time is largely a matter of opin- 
ion. Evidently General Chaffee, who 
speaks of his order for wwe wholesale 
killing of natives as “tainted,” takes 
the more charitable view. But at the 
same time General Chaffee does not 
absolve him from all responsibility 
for that slaughter of prisoners, which 
is the blackest blot upon the record 
of American troops in the Philippines. 
He holds that Waller should have 
been convicted of a lesser crime than 
that of murder, the charge upon which 
he was brought to trial, and the court 
is criticised for failing so to hold. 

General Chaff-c has placed the 
stamp of his disapproval upon that 
Samar crime and Waller must bear, 
along with General Hell-roaring Jake- 
smith, the responsibility for it.

NEGROES TO 
FOR EDUCATION 


Proposed Amendment to Con- 
stitution that Only Taxes 
Paid Shall Be Applied. 


TO KEEP SCHOOLS OPEN 
FOUR MONTHS OR MORE 


Statement Showing Money Paid for 
Schools by Each Race and What 
They Receive—North Car- 
olina News.

Raleigh, N. C., July 15.—(Special.)—It 
is said that a lot of the white democrats 
will ask that a vote be taken on a con- 
stitutional amendment which will pro- 
vide that to each race, white and black, 
only the taxes which it pays for schools 
shall be applied. It was thought by some 
that a scheme was devised to get at this 
Object in another way—that is by aiding 
needy schools—but the supreme court de- 
cides that the school fund must be ap- 
portioned per capita. Cumberland coun- 
ty undertook to use the money so as fo 
keep the schools open four months gr 
more; that is, it gave much more to 
the white than to the negro schools be- 
cause the former are the costiler. A 
statement was prepared today to be used 
at the democratic state convention to- 
morrow to create sentiment in favor of 
such an amendment to the constitution 
as the one above referred to. This 
statement shows the “money paid for 
schools by the negroes and what they 
receive. It says that for 1900 they paid 
Only $118,000, while there was paid out 
that year $214,000 for teachers and $9,493 
for school houses; total $223,000. Of the 
$82,798 paid out this year, on a special 
appropriation to keep the public schools 
in the rural districts open four months 
in the year the negroes received $20,- 
907

FROM WHENCE CAME BULLET? 


While Rowing in Boat on Ohio River 
Mrs, Sturgis Is Killed. 
Caseyville, Ky., Jhy 15.—While rowing 
on the Ohio riverf opposite Schochoh 
mines, with several] friends, a few miles 
below this place yesterday Mrs. Samuel 
Sturgis, the wife of Captain Sturgis, a 
well Known mine operator of Union 
county, was shot and killed by an un- 
Known person who fired from the bank 
of a river. No arrests have been made. 
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“The chloroform burglar is a myth.” 

Such is the conclusion reached after a 
careful methodical study of the uses of 
this anaesthetic by Dr. John H. Girdner, 
A. B., M. D., of New York, in an in- 
teresting article in the July Munsey’s. 

This conclusion is of peculiar interest in 
view of the claim that the burglary of 
the house of Samuel Rosendorf, of 257 
West Mitchell street, was burglarized 
Sunday morning through the aid of chlor- 
oform. It was stated, according to police 
that the family 


was first chloroformed and the burglary 


committed. 

Physicians who have studied the sub- 
ject agree with Dr. Girdner, because it 
has been found impossible in almost every 
instance to chloroform sleeping persons 
without first awakening them. The an- 
aesthetic is irritating to the mucous mem- 
brane, and this irritation will awaken 4@ 
person before it. will produce anaesthesia. 

“In all my experience,’ said Dr. B. W. 
Bizzell yesterday, ‘‘l have never even 
heard of a person being subjected to the 
influence of chloroform while asleep. Il 
have tried in at least twenty cases to 
chloroform children while asleep for the 
purpose of making surgical operations, 
and while they sleep mich more soundly 
than adults, they invariably awaken to full 
consciousness before the drug has any 
materia] effect upon them. I am satisfied 
it is not possible to chloroform a person 
asleep without his first being awakened 
by the effects of the drug.’' 

Chloroform paralyzes the heart or the 
lungs. The drug is extremely irritating 
to the mucuous membrane, Dr. Bizzell 
states, which causes a sleeping person to 
awaken before succumbing to its effects. 


In his article on the subject Dr. Girdner 
says: | 
“Some years ago I investigated six re- 
ported cases of chloroforming and rob- 
bery, running over three or four years. 
When such a case was reported in the 
daily papers I would at once write or 
wire to a trustworthy physician, or to 
the coroner at the place where the inci- 
dent was said to have happened, asking 
for the scientific and official facts in the 
case. In not a single one of the six re- 
ported cases was there sufficient evidence 
to satisfy the local physicians and au- 
thorities that chloroform had been used. 
Most of them said in reply to my in- 
quiries, that the story was ‘only news- 
talk.’ 
ie then made a series of experiments 
with chloroform on sleeping persons of 
different ages and of both sexes. I se- 
lected convalescent patients in the wards 
of a large hospital with which I was con- 
nected. At 1 or 2 o'clock in the morning, 
when they were sleeping soundly, I 
would go to their beds and endeavor to 
administer the drug without waking them, 
I held the towel containing a small 
amount of chloroform far from the pa- 
tient’s face, allowing a large amount of 
air to enter the lungs along with the 
narcotic vapor. In each instance the 
breathing increased in rapidity as the pa- 
tient inhaled the drug. After from two 
to four or five minutes he would become 
restless, turning the head and sometimes 
the entire body from side to side, moaning 
and showing signs of annoyance and dis- 
tress. And sooner or later, although I 
exercised all the care and skill at my 
command, the person would Anvariably 
wake.’”’ | 
Dr. Girdner says there have been iso- 
lated cases where persons not in their 
normal conditions, and occasionally chil- 
dren, have been transferred from a nor- 
mal to a chloroform sleep without being 
awakened, but they are rare. He con- 
cludes with the statement at the beginning 
of this article that the chloroform burglar 


is a myth. 


While on the subject of chloroform and 
burglars, a little story told by the “re- 
tired burgiar’’ to; The New York Sun, will 
not come amiss:; 

“Bver hear a flock stop in the middle

“That's all, but that was enough for 
me, and I just slid out. 

“I like a quiet house, but I don’t like 
one with that kind of stillness in it; and 
then, sometimes folks are woke up by a 
clock stopping just about as quick as 
they would be by the firing of a gun.’’

SHOULD 
“IMPROVE GOODS 


Southern Cotton Yarn Manu- 
facturers Should Turn 
Out a Higher Grade. 


EXPERIENCED MILL MAN | 
GIVES TIMELY ADVICE 


Says Money Would Be Lost for 4% 
Time, but It Would Prove Prof- 
itable — Merger Scheme 
Will Not Succeed. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 15.—<(Special.»-— 
Same very interesting information regard- 
ing the southern cotton yarn situation and 
the proposed mill merger was given your 
correspondent today by Mr. Walker Rich- 
ardson, a former southern man, now with 
the New York commission house of J, 
Harper Poor & Co. Mr. Richardson said: 

“Il am not a speculator, nor do I advise 
anything that I do not fully believe in, 
but I think the best thing that southern 
spinners coutd do now would be to make 
contracts for yarns at tast year’s prices 
up to next May, if possible, and while 
the mills would lose money for the next 
thirty or sixty days, they would, I be- 
lieve, make it all back and a good profit 
besides when the new crop of cotton be- 
gins to come in, for then, in my opinion, 
we will have 7-cent cottton. The present 
price of cotton is maintained artificially on 
the New York cotton exchange, and very 
little business ig being done in spot cot- 
ton,”’ 

“What do you think of the southern 
mills running on finer goods?" This ques- 
tion was asked Mr. Richardson. 

“Why, I think some of them had better 
improve the goodg they are now turning 
out. Some of the yarns now being sold 
are rotten, and when time comes to settle 
wp, ‘these mills will likely be at a disad- 
vantage. This, however, is due to the 
class of labor employed and to the bad 
management. 

“It would take several] years for a 
southern mill to make money on fine 
cloths, for it would require that time to 
get the operatives trained sufficiently to 
be able to make these goods. Up in New 
England mill operatives have been work- 
ing on these goods for many years, and 
you might say that the required skill had 
become hereditary in some instances, but 
just put qa southern mill on fine goods with 
the present class of help and it would be 
in a hole in a mighty snort time.’’ 

The Merger Scheme. 

Speaking of the merger scheme of 
southern mills, Mr. Richardson expressed 
it as his opinion that this could not suc- 
ceeed. Among the objections urged are 
the questions of what to do with the 
mill officers, the deterioration in the value 
of stock, in the speaker’s opinion, the 
fact that the mills can now get advances 
of about 75 per cent on their yarns from 
commission houses, and also the unwill- 
ingness of the stockholders to enter such 
a combination and the complete loss of 
individuality or personal interest and 
authority under a trust management. 

‘The stockholders in the southern mills 
are in many cases farmers, or men not 
in commercial life, and I do not believe 
that they would consent to dispose of 
their stock to a merger. I don't think 
they could sel] stock to a cotton mill 
trust at hardly any price; it would not 
be wanted—in fact, industria] stock gen- 
erally is hard to dispose of. Further, I . 
do not beHeve the dividends would be 
what they are under the present manage- 
ments. Our house is interested in a num- 
ber of southern mills, and none of these 
is going into a combine.”’ 

Mr. Richardson also stated that the fact 
that mills can now ship their yarns to 
commission men and get an average ad- 
vance of 75 per cent of the cotgen yarns 
value was an important consideration. 

“The warehouses of the east are as full 
up with yarns now as they have been in 
a jong time, while under normal] business 
conditions. The mills might get some 
advances of money from local banks, 
generally smal] banks located in the mill 
Villages, but that would not amount to 
much. 

“Now I want it understood that I am 
not speaking as an authority regarding 
cotton mill trusts,’’ concluded Mr. Rich- 
ardson. ‘‘l am only giving my opinion on 
these maters. Even if a merger should be 
effected, I do not think it would affect 
the commission business materially, as so 
small a percentage of mills would com- 
bine. In fact, we have not taken the 
possibility of such an interference into 
consideration in our plans.”’

with Prisoner Last Night

While in Brandon, Miss., East Re- 
leased His Pal, O’Rourke, by Cov- 
ering a Railroad Agent Who 
Had Arrested the Man. 


=R. H. East, convict No. 82, who made 
his escape from the federal prison a little 


- More than five months ago, is again in 


the penal institution, to resume the work- 
ing out of his fifteen-year sentence, of 
which twelve years and six months still 
remain. 

' East came in last night under the 
guard of Captain M. L. Petty and J. M. 
Nye. He arrived here from Birmingham 
at 10:15 o'clock, and was hurried to a 
car for the prison at the corner of Ala- 
bama and Pryor streets. Despite the pre- 
caution of the prison officers to escape 
notice, a small crowd soon gathered 
about the prisoner and remained with 
him until the party wa@ borne away to 
the big guard house. 

East was about as dilapidated a speci- 
men as has ever been received at the 
prison. His striped garb had been re- 
placed with an odd and ill-fitting assort- 
ment of garments, and pulled down low 
over his eyes was a black felt hat. A 
beard of probably a month's growth cov- 
ered his face, while exposure had given 
him a gaunt and starved look. East has 
not shown a disposition to discuss the 
time that elapsed between his escape and 
Capture, but it is believed by the officers 
from what they were able to glean that 
the convict walked almost the entire way 
from here to Mississippi, getting only an 
occasional lift from some friendly freight 
or blind baggage. 

It appears that East is wanted in Ala- 
Bama as well as here, there being war- 
rants out now for him and his pal charg- 
ing them with horse stealing. These war- 


rants, however, were not pressed when 


it was learned that Officers Petty and 
Nye had come to take East back for 
breaking away from Uncle Sam. It de- 
veloped, however, that East was bent on 
fighting his return to the very last. He 
Was heard to say while in Brandon, 
Miss., that if they took him back both he 
and others would go feet first. This, 
however, East was given no opportunity 
to put into execution, for the warden of 
the federal prison picked his men when 
he sent Officers Nye and Petty and never 
feared for the result. 


East Covered the Agent. 

Mr. Nye gave the following statement 
of their trip to Mississippi and the bring- 
ing back of East: 

“The first arrest of East was made on 
June 9. There had been some trouble in 
Alabama and tt was traced to East and 
his pal, who jumped a freight train to 
get out of the country. The conductor 
stopped the train severa] times and or- 


Both having guns, the conductor was re- 


“@luctant to put them off himself. He wired 


j= them off, which they would not do. 
to Brandon to the special agent of the 


Queen and Crescent route, who met the 
train on its arrival. They were in an 
open flat car and when the train came to 
a standstill the agent, Mr. Hurdleson, or- 
dered them to get down. O'Rourke. 
East’s pal, got off on the side near the 
agent and East on the opposite side. In 
Jumping off O'Rourke fell down the em- 
bankment and left his gun on the top. 
The agent took the gun and with his own 
gun covered O’Rourke and arrested him. 
While he was marching O’Rourke off 
East came around from the other side 
— covered tue agent and released his 
pai. 

““He went to the Brandon, Miss., hotel, 
which is kept by a former Atlanta man, 
John A. Gayden, and related the incident. 
He stated that, they had gone toward 
Jackson. Mr. Gayden knowing they 
could cross the river only in one place, 
sent &@ message to his cousin, who lived 
at the river crossing, a farmer named 
Pucket. The latter got his shotgun and 
laid in wait at his gate. When East and 
his pal came along Mr. Pucket covered 
them with his shotgun and made them 
give up their weapons. He then marched 
them to Jackson, a distance of five miles, 
and there turned them over to the au- 
thorities. Later both men were taken 
to the Brandon jail, and it is a fact that 
has since been learned that while East 
was occupying a cell in the Jackson jail 
his picture and description were hanging 
on the wall of the jail. 

“East, who was in jail under the alias 
of Ed Hanks, soon became known to 
some of them there as Hank East. This 
set Sheriff W. S. Crook to thinking with 
regard to the circular for East's d¢apture, 
and it was then that he communicated 
with Warden Hawk in Atlanta. From 
this subsequent events arose. 

“When we reached the jail at Brandon 
Captain Petty spoke to East saying, 
“Hello, No. 82."" East paid no attention 
to this, but took on a silly aspect. Cap- 
tain Petty asked him if he did not know 
him, and East declared he did not. I 
then called him out and told him I want- 
ed to examine his right ear. This mem- 
ber is very peculiarly formed and East 
knew he could not fight against identifi- 
cation when this method was employed. 
He at once commencec to laugh and the

“East comes pretty near being one of 
the smoothest crooks I have ever seen. 
As a boy he served a mumber of years in 
the Iowa reform school. He served one 
term in the Lansing, Kan., penitentiary 
and has evidently been up for other crimes 
before being arrested for robbery in In- 
dian Territory. This is shown by a letter 
received from Rockwel] City, Iowa, on 
June 11 by Sheriff Crook. This was in 
reply to a letter from Sheriff Crook mak- 
ing inquiry regarding East, and was as 
follows: 

‘**Your letter of the 9th at hand. There 
was a fellow by the name of Henry East 
in jail here, but he got tired of the com- 
pany he was keeping and made a key and 
unlocked the jail door and took French 
leave. This was about seven years ago. 
If he will return the key we will be much 
obliged to nim, and if he will etay out of 
the state we don’t want him. He made 
hhis escape before court had convened and 
before the grand jury indicféd him, and 
we can't do anything with him. 

“*A. L. RISELY, Sheriff.’ “ 
East and Warden Meet. 

No incident of East’s escape and return 
was more interesting than his reception 
at the hands of Warden Hawk. As the 
trio came into the hall of the prison boti 
the officers accompanying East touched 
their hats in salute to Warden Hawk, and, 
with his eyes fixed steadily on the con- 
vict, the warden acknowledged their 
greeting and in a quiet tone thanked them 
for their work. Never a word did East 
utter, but a sickly smile he had conjured 
up froze on his Hips before the steady gaze 
of the warden. It lasted but a moment, 
then East was unshackled and taken 
away to a cell for the night. 

This morning bright and early East will 
be treated to a baith. He wil] then go to 
the hande of the man who took his place 
when he made nis hasty exit-™the barber. 
After being clad in a zebra costume, he 
will have riveted to his jeg as stout a 
chain as cam be procured,. and with a 
seven-pound ball dangling from its end, 
he will be put to work shoveling coal from 
the freight cars for the prison. This ball 
and chain will be the constant companion 
of East for an indefinite time, just so long, 
in fact, as the warden may require. Fur- 
ther, he will be kept on “rough diet,’’ 
another name for bread and water, and 
each march to and from the mess hall 
mest be made before every convict in the 
prison. It is said to be the greatest 
humiliation possible for the prisoner who 


NO EVASION, — 
SAYS CANDLER 


Governor Declares Commis- 
sion Is Not Playing for 
Position, 


TO PROTECT STATE ROAD 
IS PURPOSE OF MEMBERS 


Gove:nor Candler Makes a Statement 
Relative to the Depot Muddle, 
in Which He Defends the 
Course of the State’s 
Represenfatives. 


Governor Candler takes exception to the 
suggestion that in the depot matter he 
or the state commission is playing for 
position. 

He makes it plain that, in his opin- 
icon, there has been no child’s play on the 
part of the representatives of the state. 

While he sympathizes fully with the de- 
sire of Atlanta for a new depot, no mat- 
ter by whom constructed, he says that 
the first concern of the officers of the 
state is to protect the state’s railroad 
property. He does not criticise the rep- 
resentatives of the railroads for doing 
what they believe to be for the best in- 
terests of the properties they represent, 
but at the same time he makes it plain 
that he proposes to make the interests of 
the state the first consideration with him, 

Governor Candler’s Statement. 

In commenting upon The Constitution’s 
editorial of yesterday, Governor Candler 
said: 
“IT have read with interest and surprise 
The Constitution’s editorial comments on 
the depot situation. It does great in- 
justice to the state’s committee. What- 
ever the railroads may have done, the 
representatives of the state have not been 
guilty of ‘a play for position.” They 
bave endeavored faithfully to discharge 
the duty imposed upon them by the legis- 
lature and preserve the value of the state 
road, the most valuable asset the state 
has. 

“The representatives of the roads, on 
the other hand, are presumed to be seek- 
ing the best interests of their share hold- 
ers. Both are justifiable. Neither is to 
blame for an honest, earnest effort to dis- 
charge his duties to those whom he rep- 
resents. This has been the position of the 
state’s committee from the beginning. 
They have engaged in no crimination nor 
recrimination, notwithstanding earnest 
and persistent efforts to make the con- 
trary appear. They have been guilty of 
no ‘child’s play,’ as alleged by The Con- 
stitution. Their. sole effort has been to 
preserve the value of the state road, 
which is threatened with annihilation. 

“The powers of the committee are lim- 
ited by the act creating it. If they go 
beyond these powers as defined in the 
law, in an effort to comply with impossi- 
ble conditions, their acts would be illegal 
and void, and would bind nobody. All 
they can do under such circumstances is 
to report back to the legislature, whose 
creatures and servants they are, the sit- 
uation that has developed. To do more 
would be to transcend the powers vested 
in them; to do less would be to be un- 
faithful in the discharge of the duty im- 
posed upon them by the representatives 
of the people of Georgia, whose vital in- 
terests are involved. This they will do, 
and let that body ‘place the raggonsi- 
bility,’ but they cannot be goaded into 
cowardly surrender and sacrifice of the 
interest of the people of the state with- 
out giving the legislature an opportunity 
to again consider the question.”

The warrant upon which the requlisi- 
tion is based was {Issued by Justice 
Bloodworth upon the affidavit of J. H. 
Ferguson. It is charged that in a horse

RAIDED IN MANY YEARS 


Arrest of Physician Who Has Prac- 
ticed for Twenty-Five Years 
Caused Consternation in 
His Neighborhood—A 
Clever Scheme.

One of the largest illicit distilleries 


ever discovered in Georgia was recently 
raided by revenue officers in Jasper 
county, about 18 miles frém Jackson, Ga. 
A 40-galion still, which had a capacity 
of forty gallons of whisky per day, was 
captured, together with 2,000 gallons of 
beer. About $350 worth of property was 
destroyed by the officers. 

The raid was made by Deputy Collect’ 
J. H. Suber and Deputy marshals G. A. 
White and W. H. Godwin. 

The distillery was owned by Dr. J. T. 
Collins, who was arrested. Dr. Collins 
had been operating the still for about @ 
year, and it is said that the immediate 
community had become so demoralized 
that the good citizens had been compelled 
to enter vigorous protests. 

The revenue officers say that the hid- 
ing of the still was one of the cleverest 
pieces of work that they have ever seen. 
It was situated about 400 yards from the 
public road in a very deep ravine, and 
could not be seen from any point except 
from above. 

When the officers discovered the stilling 
place no one was near, but they tracked 
Dr. Collins to his home, about 200 yards 
away, and there they found him and 
several gallons of warm whisky hidden 
in his bedroom between the mattress 
and feather bed, and the worm under the 


Dr. Collins had been a practicing phy- 
sictan in the neighborhood for twenty- 
five years, and many expressed great 
Surprise when they learned that he had 
been arrested for moonshining.

We 
all Know from experience that a personal 
acquaintance with customers strengthens 
our commercial position. It is proposed 
to cover a trip of 1,000 miles in a special 
train composed of baggage car, sleepers 
and dining car, the route to be laid out 
by a committee representing the various 
trades. 

Notices will be sent commercial bodies 
in the town en route that the Atlanta 
manufacturers and jobbers will visit 
them on a certain day at a certain hour, 
giving each member ample time to call 
upon his respective customers. From in- 
formation we have, this trip could be 
made in a week and, including three 
meals daily and a berth in a Pullman 
car, would cost about $50 each.

Police Board Remained in Session 
Until This Morning. 


THE MAYOR LEFT IN DISGUST 


Seven Cases Investigated and Over 
Hunared Witnesses Examined. 
Charges Amounted To 
Very Littie. 


The police board held a long session 
dast night and did not adjourn until] af- 
ter 1 o'clock this morning. The mayor 
ieft at midnight in disgust. 

Five hours were taken up in trying 
charges against policemen and nearly a 
hundred witnesses were examined. 

The cases amounted to very little and 
the board is seriously contemplating the 
adoption of some new rule by which com- 
plaints against policemen can be disposed 
of withoue taking up the time of the 
commissioners.

It appointed a committee 
to arrange for the payment of the doc- 
tor’s bill for Officer Fleming, who had 
his jaw broken by a fall from his bicy- 
cle. The officer was maimed for life. 

communication from the county, at- 
torney stated that the county could not 
legally pay the funeral expenses of Offi- 
cere Ggent and Crabtree, who were killed 
in“™~ £™“ttsburg riot, ‘acting for the 
county ac ‘%e time. 

The chief of police asked for a city 
ordinance authorizing him to collect $1 
for all permits for entertainments. The 
ordinance will be requested. 

In executive session the board agreed 
that some of the policemen were over- 
stepping their authority in settling dis- 
putes between Decatur street merchants 
and negroes. The discussion arose over 
the ¢rial of an officer who had arrested 
a Decatur street merchant wpon the com- 
plaint of a negro. The negro claimed 
that the merchant wanted to force him to 
pay for a coat which he was not able to 
buy. The merchant would neither give 
up the coat nor the money. The chief 
of police was instructed to caution his 
men about interfering in such matters 
mhere there was no warrant. 

Alderman Day had a resolution passed 
instructing the chief of police to keep a 
vigilant watch over the pawnbrokers and 
force them to make daily and correct re- 
ports of all articles taken by them in 
pawn. : 

Mayor Mims, who was with the board, 
feft at midnight, saying that he was 
tired and had to retire.

Atlanta is a member of 
the league and paystits dues every year 
and heretofore it has had some member 
of council to represent ft. The money 
has always been taken from the city 
treasury for that purpose. Mayor Mims, 
however, does not think such appropria- 
tions right and yesterday when the pa- 
per came to him making the appropria- 
tion he placed his veto upon it. The 
money was to have been taken from 
the contingent fund. The mayor says 
there is not that much money in the 
fund and that is one of the reasons why 
he did not approve the paper. He also 
gays that what money there is in the 
fund can be used for more important 
matters. He does not believe in trips for 
the councilmen at the city’s expense. 

All of the large cities in the country 
belong to the league and the meetings 
are attended by councilmen, aldermen 
and mayors from all over the country. 
There is quite a sentiment in council 
that Atlanta ought to be represented 
this year and make an effort to have the 
league meet here next year and some 
of the councilmen are talking of pass- 
ing the appropriation in spite of the 

yor’s veto. It will come up at the 
next meeting of counci] and such a step 
may be taken.

RAIN BENBFITS THE CROPS 


Cotton Is in Good Condition and the 
Plants Are Healthy. 


LATE PEACHES ARE ROTTING 


Crop Is Below the Average in Quan- 
tity Except in Macon and 
Houston Counties. 


The weekly crop and weather bulletin 
issued by Section Director Marbury 
shows that crops were injured by the re- 
cent drought. The recent rains, however, 
have been of inestimable benefit. 

The report in full follows: 

The week opened with a continuation of 

e high temperature and dry weather 
which characterized the previous week. 
The day temperatures exceeded 100 de- 
grees at many points, and the parching 
sun was extremely unfavorable to the 
staple crops. During the closing days of 
the week the temperature became de- 
cidedly cooler, and general showers oc- 
curred. The rainfall was copious over a 
large part of the state, and was of al- 
most inestimable benefit to crops. As a 
rule, early corn on uplands was beyond 
recovery, and the outlook for this crop 
is generally poor. On the other hand, 
corn on low lands is in excellent condi- 
tion, having received sufficient moisture 
without the damaging effects of over- 
flows. Cotton made little growth during 
the drought, but the plants are healthy 
and well filled with blooms and bolls. 
The crop in general is now in a@ good 
growing state and has been well culti- 
vated. Shedding, rusting and blooming 
to top are prevalent in scattered locali- 
ties, but complaints of this nature are not 
as numerous as usual, and lice have al- 
most completely disappeared. Some cor- 
respondents regard the crop as the best 
known in several years. The melon sea- 
son is practically closed in the southern 
section; in the northern counties this 
crop has been rendered inferior by the 
drought. Late peaches continue to rot 
and shed, and the crop is below the aver- 
age in quality and quantity, except in 
Macon and Houston counties, from which 
sections large shipments are being made. 
Garden truck suffered severely from the 
dry weather; Irish potatoes are largely 
a failure» sugar cane is fair to good. 

Northern Section. 

Bartow—Light local showers occurred 
during the week, but the rain came too 
late to reclaim early corn; late corn and 
cotton were greatly benefited; one-fourth 
of the usual crop of peaches is being ship- 
ped. 

Cnattooga—Copious showers occurred 
during the week, and all crops are great- 
ly improved, particularly corn and cot- 
ton; fruit in this section is of fine quality. 

Cobh—Local showers accurred during 
the latter part of the week; cotton was at 
a standstill but has improved; forward 
corn cannot make a’full crop; peaches, 
apples and pears are inferior; water- 
melons nearly a failure. 

Dawson—Light showers have revived 
crops to some extent, and the general 
Outlook is more encouraging; early corn 
poor; cotton has bloomed well consider- 
ing the dry weather, but has a tendency 
in some sections to bloom to top; wheat 
crop is the shortest known in years; peas 
doing. nothing. 

Floyd—Local showers have occurred in 
about all sections, copious in some locali- 
ties; crops made fair progress during the 
week, and are wel] cultivated; cotton is 
small but in good growing condition; 
young corn is good to date and old corn 
is not ruined if plenty of rain falls soon; 
peaches and all other varieties of fruit 
are disappointing. 

Forsyth—A heavy local storm, with 
wind and hail, occurred on the 8th, dam- 
aging corn and fruit; a fine, gentle rain 
fell on the llth; the moisture was badly 
needed and has resulted in a general 
improvement in the crop situation. 

Gordon—The drought. still holds on in 
this section, although scattered showers 
have occurred; crops continue to suffer; 
pastures failing; gardens withered. 

Lincoln—After three weeks of excessive- 
ly hot and dry weather, a fairly good 
rain fell on the llth, and local showers 
occurred on several other days; corn is 
largely cut off, but cotton held -up well 
under the drought and is now making 
progress; peas have not germinated. 

Oglethorpe—Excessively high tempera- 
ture has prevailed; moderate showers oc- 
curred on the 9th and llth; crops have 
taken on a better appearance in the last 
few days, although upland corn is very 
poor; cotton was badly in need of rain; 
fruit is a failure, peaches rotting and 
dropping. 

Whitfield—Local rains fell nearly every 
day during the week; crops are in gen- 
eral making favorable progress; but 
Irish potatoes are a failure and fruit of 
all kind is rotting and shedding; corn is 
doing splendidly and wheat turned out 
a better crop than was expected. 


Middle Section. 


Bulloch—A much needed rain fell on the 
llth, after three weeks of high tempera- 
ture and little moisture; corn was con- 
siderably injured except where local 
showers occurred. 

Carroll—Drought broken in few locali- 
ties by heavy showers; but continues 
elsewhere; late corn not materially dam- 
aged; cotton on good lands nolding its 


wn. 

Columbia—Crops enlivened by an abun- 
dant rainfall during ‘tthe week; cotton 
growing nicely; gardens amd pastures 
improving. 

Effingham—Dry spell broken by refresh- 
ing rains; cotton has lost much fruit by 
shedding, but iate planttings are in good 
condition; sugar cane and rice normal. 

Greene—Weather extremely hot, with 
occasional showers; corn seriously in- 
jured by drought, but cotton continues to 
do well and js in advance of the season. 

Jefferson—Current week fine for crops; 
rainf41] abundant, especially on the llth: 
corn somewhat improved. 

Johnson—Heavy rains on the l1!th and 
12th, crops in this section greatly bene- 
fited, but early corn wag injured by the 
drought; potatoes and sugar cane are 
poor. 

Laurens—Good showers have broken the 
drought and saved corn in many fields; 
cotton being laid by and is doing well; 
lice have disappeared: melons plentiful. 

Macon—No rain in this immediate vicin- 
ity since June 15, except one light shower, 
which did but little good; corn is consid- 
erably cut off; cotton is very small and 
blooming in the top; cane and potatoes 
poor; field peas doing well. 

Newton—A very hot week, with light 
showers over limited areas; corn badly 
damaged by the drought; cotton and other 
a a except garden truck, doing fairly 
well. 

Richmond—Period of great heat broken 
on the 12th, but the previous high tem- 
perature and drought injured crops to a 
considerable extent 

Taliaferro—A good rain fell on the 12th 
over larger portion of county; cot'ton is 
fruiting well; pastures good. 

Troup—Long drought broken by abun- 
dant rains; early corn is a failure: cotton 
is small, but will now have opportunity 
to come forward; very few forage crops 
planted: peaches poor.

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}full corn crop; cotton relieved of lice and

Left San Francisce Yesterday. 


WILL ARRIVE ON SATURDAY 


Battalion of the Twenty-Third, Now 
at McPherson, Is Getting Ready 
for Trip to Plattsburg—Band 
and Regimental Head- 
quarters Come Here. 


The two battalions of the Sixteenth 
United States infantry which are soon to 
occupy Fort McPherson left San Fran- 
cisco yesterday morning on a_ special 
train over the Southern Pacific. The 
troops will in all probability reach At- 
lanta Saturday morning. 

The Sixteenth landed in San Francisco 
only a few days ago after a long period 
of service in the Philippines. The two 
battalions now en route to Atlanta con- 
sist of twenty-two officers and 562 men. 

The regimenta] headquarters are to be 
established here, and as the band comes 
with the regiment Fort McPherson will 
soon become the post of importance and 
the center of military gayety that it was 
before the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. Only two battalions will 
be sent here, since two battalions now 
contain as many men as were in a regi- 
ment before the late war. 

The special train bearing the Sixteenth 
will travel over the Southern Pacific 
from San Francisco to Ogden, over the 
Union Pacific from Ogden to Kansas 
City, over the Frisco from Kansas City 
to Memphis-and over the Southern from 
Memphis to Atlanta via Chattanooga.

Washington, July 15.—The followin :

ception of the central and east gulf states 
which hav : a 
c ave suffered somewhat from excessive 
heat. A considerable portion of these last 
mentioned districts have, however, received 
much needed rains, relieving to a great ex- 
tent the severe drought prevailing for sev- 
eral weeks, although more rain is greatly 
needed ‘n some sections. Heavy rains have 
continued in the Mtssourt and upper Mississippi 
valleys and portions of the lake region, de- 
laying cultivation and causing destructive 
freshets in places. 

Corn—The corn crop as a whole in the prin- 
cipal corn states has made very favorable 
progress, although needing cultivation in por- 
tions of Missouri and upper Mississippi val- 
ley and lake region as.a result of continued 
rains, which have also reduced the acreage 
somewhat in Iowa. In the ecouthern states 
late corn has improved somewhat, but the 
early crop is very poor. In New England, 
New York and North Dakota corn is very 
backward. 

Winter Wheat, etc.—Winter wheat harvest 
is nearing completion except in the northern 
portion of the winter wheat belt, This crop 
has experienced generally favorable conditions 
except in the Missouri valley, where com- 
plaints continue of sprouting in stock and in 
shock. Wheat haryest will begin in Oregon 
in about ten days. 

Spring Wheat—Spring wheat is now head- 
ing in the north portion of the spring wheat 
region and the general outlook for the crop 
continues promising, although it is late ip 
portions of northern Minnesota. In lowa, 
where the crop has been damaged somewhat 
by rust, the outlook is very favorable. 
Oats—Oats continue in promising condition, 
but lodging is reported extensively in Ne- 
braska and Iowa, and to geome extent in Ohio. 
Harvesting has been’ interrupted by wet 
weather in the lower Missouri valley, but has 
made good progress. elsewhere. 

Cotton—A general improvement in the con- 
dition of cotton is indicated, although in the 
central and eastern districts the plant is 
small and blooming to top is extensively re- 
ported. In Texas, except in the region of 
the drought, which comprises less than !0 per 
cent of the cotton area, the crop has made 
rapid growth, and in many sections the pros- 
pects are flattering. 

Tobacco—Tobaceo is doing well, though sma!! 
in the middle Atlantic states. Cutting ani 
curing are in progress in the Carolinas’ anid 
some of the early planted in Tennessee is 
ready for topping. 

Apples—In New England and Michigan the 
outlook for apples continues promising and 
less complaint of dropping is received from 
Missouri and Arkansas, but New York re- 
ports less favorable prospects than in the 
previous week. In the middle Atlantic and 
Ohio valley states an indifferent crop is in- 
dicated. 

Hay—The week has been favorable for hay- 
ing except in portions of the Missouri val- 
ley where it has been damaged by rains. A 
very fine crop is generally indicated in the 
states of the central valleys. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 15.—Nothing of an excit- 
ing nature occurred in the early cotton mar- 
ket today. Prices moved within a narrow 
range and the volume of business was smali. 
There was |.66 inch rainfall at Vicksburg and 
elsewhere to a moderate extent. Since the re- 
cent rains there is a disposition to view the 
crop situation in a definite light. The crop 
must have benefited thereby and the only 
question undetermined is to what extent in- 
jury had been irreparable. Some think na- 
ture prevents that much of Texas is suscepti- 
ble in taking on new life, and if this is the 
case anything like an immense crop for that 
state will be out of the question. On the 
other hand, good people assert that Texas is 
making fine strides and promises to raise a 
magnificent crop.

lewer prices tor corn. The fair weather of 
the last four days has done much toward 
drying out the flelds and enabled farmers to 
rush ‘stuff to this market to take advantage 
of the fancy ruling prices for July corn. Ele- 
vators were bysy drying stuff with great 
rapidity. Yesterday it had been estimated 
that the receipts today would amount to nearly 
1,000 cays and the expectations of the trad- 
ers were practically realizeg. Arrivals were 
827 cars, the greatest run for the crop, with 
298 of contract grade. The unlicensed eleva- 
tors turned out 116 cars and 50,000 bushels. 
The total run of cars that graded contract 
was 414 and 50,000 bushels. This amounted 
to a good half million bushels of contract 
stuff, which stared the buHM crowd in the 
face and which had to be taken in at 8lc a 
bushel if the price was to be maintained. The 
bulls refused to take the corn and the bears 
forthwith proceeded to hammer prices until 
practically all the artificial strength was taken 
out of July. Other natural conditions, such 
as fine weather and lower cables, lent to the 
bearish sentiment, and September, December 
and May options fell off in sympathy. There 
was no marked excitement in the pit when 
vrices sagged so rapidly. Much of the ac- 


' tion of the congested option was a surprise to 


many traders, but they took the slump as a 
matter of course. Fluctuations were very 
erratic. The offer of a ‘‘five’’ was enough to 
break the price a cent and a bid for ‘‘ten’’ 
put the price up once 2c. The general trend 
of opinion was that the corner was broken. 
S. Cc. Scotten, general manager f6r Harris, 
Gates & Co., stated shortly before the close 
of trade that private settlement had been 
made with many of the shorts, and that the 
interest in supporting prices by that firm was 
at an end. It is probable that shorts now 
out can finish settling in the open market. 
July started !I1@2c off at 80@79c and began 
plunging downward. There was almost no 
cessation to the recession until 65%c was 
reached, a break of 15%c since last night and 
almost 25c under the top price—90c—which 
was reached July 8. The close was flat at a 
loss of 15%c at 65%c. Sepiember opened un- 
changed to %c down at 61@60%c, slumped to

Wheat ruled weak on the natural causes of 
lower cables, fine weather and big receipts, 
but was pushed on down by the corn break.

SCHEME NOT PRACTICABLE 


Haberdashers Say Cooperative Plan 
Would Not Work. 


INDEPENDENT PLAN THE BEST 


Not Likely Any Atlanta Haberdash- 
ers Will Go Into Proposed Co- 
operative Association. 


The proposed plan to form a coopera- 
tive assoctation of the haberdashers of 
the south, as reported in dispatches yes- 
terday from Knoxville, Tenn., does not 
meet with any favor among the haber- 
dashers and furnishing goods men of 
Atlanta, and it is extremely improbable 
that any of them will join In the move- 
ment. The chances are that none of 
them will be represented at the meet- 
ing which is to be held in New York city 
on July 2. : 

“The plan is wholly impracticable,”’ 
said George R. Law yesterday. “M. M. 
Henderson, the man mentioned in the 
Knoxville dispatch, has been at work on 
this scheme for two years. ‘He was here 
some time ago and I talked it over with 
him. His idea is simply that it would 
result in @ saving in the purchase of 
goods, and then, too, I think he is looks 
ing for a good salary. 

“But haberdashery, unlike many other 
lines, must be run on an independent 
besis. I can purchase my own goods 
better and more satisfactorily by re- 
maining here in Atlanta than anybody 
else can do it for me in New York. How 
much greater is my advantage when I go 
to New York in persort, get new ideas 
and suit my purchases to my trade? Nor 
do I think we could get our supplies 
from the manufacturers any cheaper. by 
organization. We purchase direct from 
the factories now, and even if there 
could be a saving of 2 or 3 per cent it 
would not counterbalance the disadvan- 
tages in other directions, I cannot see 
how anything can come of the scheme.”’ 

Other haberdashers talked along. the 
same line. They said thav wnderstannod 
their own trade better than anybody else 
could possibly do, consequently they 
know just what to purchase. They know. 
how to make fine distinctions which 
would never occur to a party represent- 
ing a large number of houses. 

So far as could be learned no Aflanta 
haberdashers will be represented at the 
meeting, and it is not likely any of 
fhem will take any part in the move- 
ment.
